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A  GIFT  OF  WORDS 


Once  again  we  turn  to  the  Russian  novelist  Leo  Tolstoy 
for  our  evocation  of  winter  under  the  Souther  California 
sky.    This  year  we  have  enribossed  the  reading  of  the 
complete  novel  with  star  talent  for  a  marathon  presentation. 

The  novel  itself  has  been  called  by  some  Tolstoy's 
major  work  of  social  realism,  a  powerful  indictment  of 
the  Russian  social  and  political  system  before  the 
Revolution. 


Levin  is  a  young  nobleman,  who  renounces  an  introspec- 
tive life  of  angst  for  the  simple  back-to-theearth  exis- 
tence of  a  peasant.    Levin  is  not  only  Count  Tolstoy's 
creation,  but  the  embodiment  of  the  writer's  passion 
for  the  nature  of  life,  his  testament  to  the  ultimate 
goodness  and  sanctity  of  agrarian  society. 

Anna  is  at  direct  odds  with  this  vision.    She  is  the 
individualist,  a  force  that  challenges  society.    Anna 
renounces  respectable  convention  for  romantic  in- 
tensity, the  role  of  mother  for  that  of  mistress. 
She  risks  passionate  suffering  rather  than  endure  empty 
conformity.    And  despite  his  own  convictions  about 
the  ultimate  destructiveness  of  such  a  character,  how 
could  the  writer  not  love  her? 

In  Anna,  Tolstoy  fashioned  a  character  who  overpowers 
her  own  creator.    Her  tragedy  towers  above  his,  her  drama 
is  more  compelling  than  Levin's  religiosity.    Anna  is 
the  stuff  of  which  romanticism  is  made,  defying  ordered 
existence  and  solemn  wisdom,  a  heart  that  knows  no 
reason    but  its  own  pure  beating. 

Against  the  personal  drama  of  the  novel  lies  the  vast 
panorama  of  Russian  society,  cruel,  hypocritical  and 
self-serving.    Tolstoy  travels  from  the  glitter  of  Moscow 
drawing  rooms,  to  the  barren  cottages  of  serfs, 
through  the  regiments  of  cavalry  officers  to  the  ranks 
of  the  men  they  command.    He  journeys  with  an 
inescapeable  eye  for  the  crucial  detail,  and  the  genius 
for  painting  a  character  in  a  few  memorable  lines. 

Reading  aloud  was  once  a  familiar  pastime,  back  in 
the  days  before  film  and  television  took  over  our  lives. 
It  was  an  encompassing  experience  that  bound  people 
together.    It  is  in  this  spirit  that  we  offer  up  our 
Christmas  present  of  Anna  Karenina.    Should  you 
like  to  follow    along,  or  catch  up  on  passages  you 
may  have  missed,  we  are  using  the  Signet  paperback 
edition,  newly  translated  by  David  Magarshack. 

Our  special  thanks  to  the  hundred  or  so  actors  who 
piece  by  piece  recreated  the  unforgetable  world  of 
Leo  Tolstoy.
